Topics of Next Orientation 
Talk of Great Interest to GIs 


The Orientation Hour program 
for this week dealing with conver¬ 
sion of units will be followed next 
Tuesday and Thursday, 3 and 5 
October, in Theater No. 1, by the 
topic, “Outlook for Us After the 
Shooting Stops.” This discussion 
again will be led by the informa¬ 
tion-education officer. 

Next week’s subject covers a 
great deal of territory which is 
closest to the personal interest of 
each soldier. The aim of the dis¬ 
cussion is not to cover any phase 
intensively, but to point a clear 
concept of our overall problem aft¬ 
er the war. 

Following a full digest of how 
discharges are to be effected after 
the fall of Germany, there will be 
a consideration of the question: 
“How long do you think it will take 
war plants to convert to peace¬ 
time production?” 

Government jobs also will be dis¬ 
cussed, as well as small business 
enterprises, including the number 
of men expecting to return to*their 
former fields of work. 

The Army’s plan for discharge 
has been carefully worked out in 
accordance with what soldiers 
themselves think and in fairness to 
each soldier within the limitations 


of military necessity. Our people 
at home have done a great deal 
of definite planning to be sure we 
get every break. 

Such will be the concluding 
points emphasized at next week’s 
orientation program. 


DIGEST OF THE WORLD’S WAR NEWS 1 

“Not just the best trained or the best equipped soldier, but the 
best informed soldier in the world.” 


The Supreme Allied Comman¬ 
der, General Eisenhower, at his 
Advanced Command Post in 
France says Germany’s military 
situation is hopeless. The length 
of the European war, he declares, 
depends on two main factors. 
“First, how long the Germans 
can stand the terrific pounding 
that they are taking from the 
west, the south and the east, and 
second, how long the Gestapo re¬ 
mains in control in Germany.” 
The general said the advance in 
Europe is moving slowly at pres¬ 
ent, and he refused to commit 
himself on whether t he war 
against Germany will end this 
year. But he left no doubt as to 
how it will end. 

Shades of the postwar settlement 
the Fascists must expect from the 
United Nations loomed large last 
week. An Allied Military Govern¬ 
ment in the areas of Germany un¬ 
der General Eisenhower’s com¬ 
mand was established last Monday 
pledged to devote itself to the 
utter destruction of Nazism. And 
on Thursday the Italian high court 
for the punishment of Fascist 
crimes ended its first case — con¬ 
demning to death the chief of 
Rome police during the last bloody 
days of Nazi occupation. 

In the east the Soviets also 
have made a bag of war crim¬ 
inals. Twenty-one Axis suspects, 
military and political, including 
former Premier Antonescu, are 
under arrest in Romania as “suit¬ 
able candidates for entry into the 
list of war criminals.” 

Meantime the war to end all 
Axis crimes relentlessly - drives on. 

BATTLE FOB THE RHINE... 
Allied initiative in this battle has 
been regained, and the crisis at 
Arnhem apparently is past. The 
deathlock around the Arnhem par¬ 
achutists was broken Sunday when 
the British Second Army forced 
the river Lek and effected a junc¬ 
tion of forces. The linkup cut to 25 
miles the Nazi escape gap from 
Holland, and the enemy now is re¬ 
ported to be extricating his out¬ 
flanked coastal garrisons. Yank 
airborne troops sweeping east from 
Nijmegen have driven two miles 
into Germany to within seven miles 
of the West Wall’s north end. 

Importance of the fighting in 
Holland has been emphasized by 
German communiques which say 
the battle will determine the fate 
of the whole eastern front. 

Strategy by both sides on the 
rest of the 250-mile western front 
appears to be held in abeyance 
pending outcome of the Holland 
fighting. Yet sharp clashes con¬ 
tinue along the Moselle river, and 
General Patton’s Third Army has 
made new gains both northeast and 
southeast of Nancy. 

EASTERN FRONT. . . The arm 
of a Soviet pincers crushing down 
on Hungary is well inside Hitler’s 
only remaining satellite state, while 
another, driving through Czecho¬ 
slovakia, is a scant 25 miles away. 
In the Baltic region Soviet troops 
liberated Talinn Friday. This Es¬ 
tonian city is the fourth eastern 
European capital to be entered by 
the Red Army in its triumphant 
summer offensive. The Soviets also 
have taken Paldiski, Estonia’s nav¬ 
al base, and are pushing closer to 
the last three escape ports for 
thousands of Germans pinned 
along the Latvian and Estonian

coasts. Soviet columns already are 
fighting within the outer defenses 
of Riga. The Latvian capital’s cap¬ 
ture will cut off the enemy’s escape 
route to the south. 

As the Red offensive rolls into 
autumn and military disaster over¬ 
whelms the Nazis in the Baltic 
states, other Soviet forces are re¬ 
ported crossing the Vistula river 
ajid penetrating at least a mile and 
three-quarters inside Warsaw to 
join Polish Patriots in street fight¬ 
ing for the Polish capital. Mean^ 
while, in London, the Polish go\^| 
ernment-in-exile has recommended 
the removal of General Sosnkowski 
as commander in chief of the Pol¬ 
ish Army—a step which Moscow 
long has urged in the interest of 
improved relations between the 
two countries. 

IN ITALY . . . General Clark’s 
Fifth Army, smashing in 10 days 
through German defenses that 
took nine months to build, has 
captured Futa pass through the 
Apennines and swept to the brink 
of the Lombardy plain 15 airline 
miles from Bologna. The advance 
has knocked the Germans from 
the Gothic line eastward to the 
Adriatic. 

PACIFIC. . . Admiral Halsey’s 
Third Fleet, destroying or dam¬ 
aging 103 Jap ships and small 
craft and 405 planes in a two-day 
carrier plane attack on the Ma¬ 
nila area, has completed the 
smashing of enemy air power in 
the Philippines and driven ele¬ 
ments of the Jap fleet from its 
anchorages. It is believed that 
the total tonnage of ships de¬ 
stroyed or damaged may exceed 
100,000. 

Yank troops of the 81st infantry 
division, seeing combat for the 
first time, have crushed all organ¬ 
ized enemy resistance on tiny An¬ 
guar island in the Palau group last 
Tuesday after only four days of 
fighting. Six miles to the north, on 
Peleliu island, First division ma¬ 
rines still are waging a savage bat¬ 
tle of annihilation against an esti¬ 
mated 5000 Japanese holding out 
in the rugged coral hills. 

C.B.I. . . . Last week a strong 
Chinese American patrol from 
General Stilwell’s North Burma 
forces pushed into southwest 
China and joined units of the 
Chinese Salween army, thus ef¬ 
fecting the first land connection 
between the two countries in 30 
months and blazing the trail for 
a land supply route into beleag¬ 
uered China. Seventy miles of 
rugged jungle terrain still sepa¬ 
rate the Ledo road at Myitkina 
from a Burma road spur at Chi¬ 
nese - held Tengchung. Marked 
Chinese successes on the Salwecii 
front, together with General Stil- 
well’s gains in north Burma, 
practically prevent the enemy 
from making a long stand in that 
area.
